The Tariff 


At last, after innumerable changes, the much talked of, 
much maligned and highly protective tariff has become law. 

Opinion as to its effectiveness is so varied that it is hard 
to obtain a good perspective on it, for even the Party re- 
sponsible for putting it over finds its various factions hold- 
ing widely divergent views. 

There is, probably, no question as to the result of the 
tariff so far as reduction of European competition is con- 
cerned, altho even that phase of it may be affected to some 
extent at least by the diligence and ingenuity of our Euro- 
pean cousins. 

As to whether it will serve the needs of the American 
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people, however, remains to be seen; many decry the tariff 
as ‘‘ protectionism gone mad,’’ predicting high cost of living 
as a result of the high duties, and asking how Europe is to 
pay her debts when she cannot sell her goods in this country 
and these opinions are held not only by the Democratic 
party, but by many good, staunch Republicans as well. 
Apparently the only thing to do is to wait and see 
what will happen, and the passive public therefore cheer- 
fully goes about its business knowing that at this stage of 
the game it can do little or nothing. When the tariff is put 
into effect and the real results can be seen, then it will be 
time for the public to act and perhaps it will at that time 
appear not quite so passive as it seems. Well, we shall see! 


New Use for Amphibole. 


Several months ago we predicted that some day some 
one with an inventive brain would discover a use for Amphi- 
bole Asbestos which would mean an extensive use of Amphi- 
bole and the making of money by the responsible person. 

It looks now as tho that day were dawning. Two men, 
at present very little known to the Asbestos trade, have sue- 
ceeded in perfecting a binding medium which can be used 
with Amphibole Asbestos and short grades of chrysotile, to 
form a plastic material the uses for which are numerous, 
and will probably increase as further experimentation is 
made. 

At present we prefer not to go into the subject in de- 
tail ; suffice it to say that the material is proposed to be used 
for interior decoration, the making of solid moulded arti- 
eles. and also in connection with paper making cork 
board, kieselguhr products and other substances re- 
quiring a binding medium. 

Samples of the material, both in plastic state and after 
hardening and tinting, ean be examined in this office, and 
we expect to publish within a month or two an article des- 
eribing and illustrating the material in detail. 


Building Construction. 
When we come to the office in the morning we tumble 
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over bricks and mortar, sand and lumber, at least once in 
each block. When we go out to lunch our progress is im- 
peded by the narrow passages on the pavement, made neces- 
sary by building operations, alterations or improvements at 
each street corner. 

Everywhere we turn building construction is in full 
swing. Our friends are building new homes; industrial 
building is at high tide. 

Reports by the F. W. Dodge Company for August show 
an increase during that month of 46% over August 1921. 
Contracts awarded in twenty-seven states (northeastern 
United States) during August 1922 totalled $322,000,000, 
number of buildings being 9,919. The valuation is slightly 
less than in July ($350,000,000) indicating, as pointed out 
by Dodge, that the peak of this year’s activity has passed. 
It is most interesting, however, to find that the value of In- 
dustrial building contracts for July was $31,882,500 while 
the August figure was over double that—$67,373,500. 

Truly those of our readers whose products are used in 
building construction have a bright outlook. 


A New Find. 

The other day in opening our mail, we suddenly stop- 
ped short with an exclamation of pleasure. A small, in fact 
exceedingly small, sample of beautiful, white, silky chryso- 
tile Asbestos, in length not less than one and a half inches, 
and possessing good tensile strength, had fallen out of a let- 
ter. 

The sample, we found, had a small history. It was 
sent to us by a man in Mexico, who has been trying to trace 
to their source, for many months, rumors he has been given 
by the Indians, of deposits ef chrysotile. 

This sample was given him with the information that 
it had been found ‘‘six days out in the mountains, near the 
Sinaloa state line.’’ Later, he was told it could be obtained 
in the States of Zacatecas and Oxaea. 

Our correspondent assures us that it is like chasing 
will-o-the-wisps to locate a deposit of this sort, but he in- 
tends to find it if it exists.

Roofing Cement 


Little is known about the discovery of Asbestos as a 
necessary composition for roofing materials. No one knows 
whether plastic roofing cement with Asbestos incorporated 
in it was first produced by accident or by deliberate design. 
Years ago roofing contractors discovered that Asbestos pipe 
covering cement mixed with some asphaltic or tar liquid to 
about the consistency of dough, made a most excellent 
cement for use in pointing up flashings and sealing around 
ventilator pipes before the metal collar was applied. 

It would seem that the idea germinated frem the use 
of very short Asbestos, known in the trade as Asbestine, in 
paints. A function of the small, hair-like icicular fibres of 
Asbestos is to serve as a binder and in this respect the mo- 
lecular attraction in paints is highly increased by the use 
of Asbestos. Especially is this property desirable in roof- 
ing paints where the fireproofing functions of Asbestos are 
desirable as well as the additional advantage of its tending 
to fill up small crevices or holes in the roof. 

In cement first judgement would indicate that almost 
any fibrous material, such as hemp or animal hair, could be 
used and this idea was originally tried out, but, unfortun- 
ately, the fibrous material decayed and then the plastic mass 
disintegrated rapidly because the binding properties had 
disappeared. Because of its permanent and indestructible 
properties Asbestos fibre soon suggested itself as having the 
necessary binding qualities, with the result that numerous 
satisfactory Asbestos plastic roofing cements are now on the 
market. A plastic roofing cement must possess several 
qualities seemingly contradictory in character before Asbes- 
tos enters the field. The cement must be plastic when ap- 
plied and after its application it must stay in one mass be- 
eause cracks or ruptures of any kind would naturally de- 
feat the purpose for which the cement is used. In this con- 
nection Asbestos functions admirably as required. 

The fibre used is short because the use of long fibre 
would not only add greatly to the cost, but it would make a 
product which would not be satisfactory. The fibres must 
be just long enough to serve the purpose of binding the mass

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together by interlocking the elements of composition. They 
must be short enough, however, not to interfere in any way 
with the free or uniform application of the cement to any 
kind of an irregular surface. 

There are a number of subtances used in the composi- 
tion besides Asbestos fibre. The waterproofing and lique- 
fying agent is usually some tar or asphaltic product and the 
body of the cement is made up of a number of substances 
such as clay, Portland Cement, slate dust, and slaked lime. 
Such a cement must set slowly but when set must be fairly 
hard and absolutely waterproof. It must not be subject to 
decay and must stick fast to brick, stone, concrete, wood and 
any of the various types of composition roofings which are 
on the market. 

The advantages of Asbestos plastic cement roofs are 
many and varied. Not the least among these is that it is 
fire-proof, which is an essential feature of any roofing ma- 
terial. This provides an additional protection to the owner 
as well as carries a service in that the Asbestos roof takes a 
lower premium classification on insurance rates. 

It is absolutely weatherproof. Exposure to weather 
conditions causes no cracks, shrinking or upheaving to des- 
troy its appearance or durability. Neither will the effects of 
the hot sun,water, nor snow loosen the composition from its 
base. It forms a continuous, seamless, pliable and rubber- 
like layer over the roofing surface. Vibrations do not affect 
it and it is absolutely impervious to contraction and expan- 
sion under different weather conditions. There are no nail 
holes to invite leaks, no brittle materials to crack, no pro- 
jections or ends to work loose and catch the storm. If, after 
years of service, holes should appear, repairs may be made 
by applying new material to the damaged parts without re- 
moving any part. Its general durability is attested to by 
years of service. 

Asbestos roofing cement is easily applied and the labor 
cost on the application is low as compared with other roof- 
ing materials. The cement is applied with a trowel, spread 
as a plaster, except more readily and easily, and sets per- 
manently in a period varying from 24 to 72 hours. 

The cement is readily obtainable by the consumer, be- 
eause it enjoys a wide distribution. It is sold thru roofers, 
tinners, Asbestos jobbers and distributors, and hardware 
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stores. It is packed in containers of various sizes rang- 
ing all the way from barrels containing 500 pounds to cans 
holding one pound. Collectively there is a great deal of 
such cement used annually in the United States. 

Responsible manufacturers use a good grade of Asbestos 
fibre in making roofing cements. Many employ what is 
known as Refuse mixed with a still higher grade and avoid 
reducing the quality of their roofing cements under any cir- 
cumstances. Some manufacturers, however, use all O—O— 
5—11 grade and other even lower grades. These latter risk 
the main advantage of the Asbestos fibre, which is to rein- 
force the cement to such an extent that it will not crack or 
peal off. The longer the fibre, the better the results ob- 
tained, except, of course, where long fibre interferes with 
the application. 


Asbestos roofing cement illustrates perhaps as well as 
any other article that there are certain uses for which no 
substitute for Asbestos can be found and the development of 
the Asbestos Industry will progress in the exact ratio that 
the factors in the industry address themselves to the task of 
finding out the fields in which Asbestos, because of its phy- 
sical properties, has no competition. Of course, if the matter 
of such development is left to chance or to spasmodic effort 
the progress will be relatively slow but if the various pro- 
ducers of Asbestos would make a cooperative effort to dis- 
cover new fields for the use of Asbestos there is no doubt 
whatever, based on all past experience in other industries, 
that many new fields would soon be found and developed.

When the Asbestos Corporation of Canada, Limited, 
found it necessary to elect a General Manager to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of the late revered and most. 
highly respected J. D. Sharpe, it did not take them long to 
decide on the man for the place. 

Rene Pothier Doucet, or as he is best known, R. P. Dou- 
cet, at the time of Mr. Sharpe’s death held the position of 
General Sales Manager of the Asbestos Corporation, and

He returned to Canada in 1907, and entered the Asbes- 
tos business as Secretary of the British-Canadian Asbestos 
Company, Limited, subsequently Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Amalgamated Asbestos Corporation, Limited, predecessors 
of the Asbestos Corporation of Canada. 

On March 15, 1913 he was appointed European Sales 
Manager for the Asbestos Corporation with headquarters 
in Hamburg, Germany, holding that post until 1916 when 
made General Sales Manager. He was appointed General 
Manager in September 1922. 

Mr. Doucet has two sons and one daughter. He belongs 
to the Mount Royal, St. James and other noted clubs, and 
finds his chief recreations in golf, swimming, yachting and 
fishing. 
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MARKET CONDITIONS 


Elsewhere in this issue will be found varied reports 
from several producing fields. Late information from 
Canada leads us to believe that the mines at Thetford and 
vicinity are operating on an average of 50 per cent. capac- 
ity, some being more busy than others. The Black Lake 
Asbestos & Chrome Company at Black Lake, P. Q., has 
been closed down temporarily. Producers report an in- 
ereasing number of inquiries from all manufacturing mar- 
kets, indicating that the activity in the iron, steel and 
building trades is slowly but surely re-acting to the benefit 
of the asbestos industry. 

In the Textile Mills. 


While the coal strike has interfered to some extent 
with the consumption of packings, the automobile industry 
continues producing at an unprecedented rate, and the 
short demand for packings is more than compensated for 
by the consumption of brake linings and clutch facings. 
In spite of this situation, the excess producing capacity is 
still a serious handicap to the much-needed recovery of 
textile activity. In the finer lines of goods like oxygen filter 
cloth, electrical insulations and the like, the demand is still 
subnormal and in all lines prices have dropped to a point 
where it is almost impossible to make profits, unless the 
volume is exceptionally large. 

With a too great producing capacity, it is obviously 
difficult for any mill to corrall enough of the limited busi- 
ness to reach a quantity production such as is needed for 
profit making. The result is that some textile mills appear 
to be doing next to nothing, while no one of them is what 


might be called really busy. 
Paper. 


The activity in building lines continues unabated, and 
orders placed and shipments made are greater for the past 
several months than at any time during the last six years. 
The manufacturers are evidently aware of this condition, 
and in order to avoid becoming undersold, have advanced 
prices from 10% to 25% during the last four or five 
weeks. There should be a steadily increasing demand for 
paper, millboard, aircell coverings and similar products,

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so long as the country is so far behind its normal building 
schedule. 


Users of carbonate of magnesia powder, chiefly the 
rubber industry, are making heavy demands upon manu- 
facturers and the market has perceptibly stiffened. Ruling 
quotations are from 20% to 30% higher than those being 
made a few months ago, and the mills seem to have about 
all the business they care to take at these levels. 

While the shortage of coal results in a slackening de- 
mand for power plant equipment, the same shortage of 
coal on the other hand is but an added argument for the 
use of 85% magnesia and other pipe coverings generally. 

All the manufacturers of magnesia have increased f. 
o. b. prices, but from what knowledge we have of recent 
quotations, it would appear that the same sort of increase 
has not been applied to contract work. Several recent 
competitive quotations on applied jobs indicate that some- 
body is willing to furnish the covering for just about noth- 
ing. 

Of course, in the sort of demoralized market that we 
have been thru during the past two years, corrections can- 
not be made over night, and it is to be expected that the 
directors of the covering plants will adjust these inconsist- 
encies with reasonable rapidity. 

In General. 


We believe that the outlook for the asbestos magnesia 
industries is much brighter than it has been during the 
past two years. You will recall that it was just about two 
years ago that the bottom fell out of the market, or at least 
we thought it had, only to learn later that there did not 
seem to be any bottom. 

With returning prosperity indicated by stock market 
transactions, bank clearings, savings bank deposits, im- 
provement in exchange, and the other factors which taken 
in conjunction form an index of value, there is only one 
thing to expect, and that is a very satisfactory improve- 
ment in the asbestos trade. 

The men who have their houses in order and antici- 
pate their requirements a bit, meee profit most in the 
next few months.

CO-OPERATION 
By a Distributor 


Webster defines this word “To work together,” and to our 
minds it seems the most essential thing needed in the Asbestos 
Industry. Big, broad, national co-operation, between the Miner, 
Manufacturer and Distributor would help all. 

It is past our understanding why we cannot secure the same 
sales propaganda and service as is found in the Cement, Lumber, 
Cast Iron, Pipe, Tile and many other lines. 

To the Miner, instead of glutting the market with low 
grade fibres at ridiculous prices, our advice would be to find 
new uses in the building line. Research work, we believe. 
would show that Asbestos Sand and low grade fibres, combined 
with plaster or cement, would make a better and more fireproof 
stucco, building block, partition tile and plaster board than the 
present materials. 

The manufacturer should do the national advertising for 
us instead of placing the cost of educating the public on the 
Distributor. 

An Information Bureau should be maintained to help us 
solve unusual insulation problems, giving us necessary techni- 
cal engineering data that the large buyer demands. At the 
present time no definite data as to insulating cold surfaces is 
obtainable except as to one material. 

Stack lining, boiler wall and ceiling insulation are being 
specified more each year, and as they are part of our busines: 
we should have definite data when we are called on for recom 
mendations. 

The Manufacturer maintaining his own branches but not 
making special coverings, May insist he is not interested, yet 
he cannot deny that his branch office is vitally interested and 
must figure on these materials as many large jobs include these 
items in the covering specifications. 

The Distributor is frequently consulted in regard to new 
uses for Asbestos Textiles, and apparently there is very little 
definite information available as to strength, heat resistance, 
etc. 

In another industry with which the writer is familiar, the 
Manufacturer went to the extent of employing unbiased experts 
to secure not only definite information as to the right material 
to use for specific purposes but also made a comprehensive 
study of costs of installation which were submitted at conven- 
tions of the contractors and distributed in pamphlet form. 

The thought of the Manufacturer as expressed at the meet- 
ings was “Know all your cost items and you will usually be a 
good credit risk.” 

On the Distributor, whether he be a Branch Office Manager 
or an independent contractor, is placed the burden of finally

Dear Sir: 


Probably many readers were amused by the letter in July 
“ASBESTOS” signed “A Subscriber,” the erroneous idea of 
which was ably summed up in the last sentence, “the insula- 
tion ‘you can hit with a hammer’ does not insulate.” 


No doubting voice has been raised during the interval ot 
two months, and it seems that the statement is not one that 
should go entirely unquestioned. 

The present writer is uncertain whether al] insulators were 
included or whether only 85% Magnesia was in “Subscriber's” 
mind. However, one is led to the opinion that the letter may 
have been composed as propaganda for 85% Magnesia. It in- 
dulged in somewhat extravagant praise, but unfortunately 
presented two vulnerable spots in the defense of the material 
it sought to uphold. 

Probably most engineers who even casually follow the 
development of heat insulation know that there are several now 
on the market possessing efficiency considerably superior to 
magnesia’s “almost uncanny ability to conserve heat.” In re- 
spect to inability to receive blows, if 85% Magnesia only was 
meant, a more specific name than merely “insulation” might 
have been used, in simple justice to the many manufacturers 
of materials which, in contrast with magnesia, are capable of 
accepting ordinary blows of a hand “hammer” or of a “wheel- 
barrow,” not once, but many times. If, however, all insulators 
were meant, then the writer would respectfully suggest, in re- 
futation of the statement, “Nearly all readers of scientific 
journals, in one of which this statement appeared, have long 
since learned that the insulation ‘you can even hit with a ham- 
mer’ does not insulate,” that “A Subscriber” procure a hamme1 
and hit, let us say, a pipe insulated with hair felt, and observe 
if its career of usefulness is thereby ended. It is well to note 
that hair felt is the most efficient insulator of those commonly 
used in this country as determined by the United States Bureau 
of Standards. Should “A Subscriber” urge that hair felt is used 
for low temperatures rather than for high, it would be interest- 
ing for him to note the effects of the hammer blow on some of 
the minute celled Asbestos laminated coverings. The present 
writer maintains that little harm will result, and also ventures 
the opinion that such a test is far from a “fool test”, since a 
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material which is used in power plants, boiler houses, and thru- 
out fattories and mills is, in spite of best intentions, sometimes 
“hit with a hammer or wheelbarrow or maltreated,” which “A 
Subscriber” says “must not” be done to Magnesia. 

In the insulation industry the practice of boosting one’s 
product by knocking others seems disastrously well established. 
The writer apologizes for such a fault, if it appears in this let- 
ter, citing in mitigation his attempt at neutrality, since he is 
not connected with the company using the advertisement that 
inspired these comments,

Tale and soapstone are also found on Natal’s claims, 
and the company has manufactured and sold small quan- 
tities of boiler lagging made of Kaolin or china clay and as- 
bestos fibre.

South Africa 


From several African newspapers, we note that the 
Board of Trade and Industries has suggested the payment 
of a bounty to the iron and steel industry of South Africa. 

Producers of Asbestos in South Africa laud this pro- 
posal, and point out in a logical manner that a similar 
bounty might well be paid to producers of Asbestos, and 
perhaps other base minerals. 

News comment and our correspondents agree that the 
present selling prices for South African Blue are on bed 
rock, one commentator pointing out that the average cost 
per ton landed at the Coast is £20 and, regardless of the 
most persistent efforts, it seems impossible to get the cost be- 
low that point. It is claimed that at this price the producer 
makes an average profit of 30 cents which is certainly little 
enough. 

The suggestion is that the Government pay Asbestos 
Producers a bounty equal to the cost of transporting raw 
materials and supplies from the coast into the mines, plus an 
amount equal to the cost of transporting the Asbestos from 
the Mines to seaboard. 

One of our correspondents claims that even tho present 
selling prices are so close to cost of production, little, if any. 
of the African product can be sold in New York because the 
price is too high. 

Incidentally, the Cape Asbestos Company, Limited, 
whose mining operations were curtailed 50% for about a 
year, is now taking on more labor, and it is predicted that 
it will be working full shifts. 

We make mention of the bounty proposal because so 
many of our readers are interested in development of raw 
material fields, and this bounty proposition is in the nature 
of a new departure. 

One of our South African correspondents sends us a 
copy of the Northwestern Press, published in Prieska. From 
comments in this paper it would appear that the slump in 
African Asbestos is about over and recovery, while slow, 
is gaining each month.

The Krantzkop Asbestos Fields continue to attract a 
languid interest characteristic of Natal. The concensus of 
opinion seems to be that these fields contain a very large 
amount of asbestos, but a real difficulty exists in the matter 
of raising capital, a difficulty occasioned by the acute finan- 
cial dearth obtaining in South Africa in common with other 
countries. 


The U. S. Department of Commerce has recently pub- 
lished Bulletin No. 12 of their Trade and Economie Re- 
view for 1921, this bulletin covering British South 
Africa, and giving rather comprehensive comments and tab- 
ulations of imports, exports, industrial development, bank- 
ing and finanee, ete. 

Anyone interested may examine this Bulletin by bor- 
rowing from this office. 


Comments on the Wire Market 


The Standard Underground Cable Company report as 
to copper, that there has been larger buying for export in 
recent weeks, as also increased inquiry from home consum- 
ers. This has caused a stronger tone to develop, which may 
be followed by higher prices in the near future.

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¢ NEWS OF GENERAL IN INTEREST? 


The Atlantic City Convention of the International Traffic 
Officers Association, which had been scheduled to open Septem- 
ber 18th, 1922, has been indefinitely postponed. The principal 
matter to come before this convention is the approval of a uni- 
form traffic law, before being submitted to the various States 
for adoption. 


For the purpose of extending the wireless service in Aus- 
tralia, the Amalgamated Wireless (Ltd.) has inaugurated a sys- 
tem of wireless transmission and mail delivery from steamers. 
The Wireless company agrees to send out at the ordinary wire- 
less rate, plus 2-%d. postage on each letter, messages for mail 
steamers which have left port any time within the previous 
week. The ship’s radio operator will write out the messages, 
place them in envelopes and mail them at the particular port 
of call specified by the sender. The service is at present con- 
fined to westbound mail for points between Australia and Eng- 
land, but it is planned to extend it to include eastbound mail 
from Sydney to American, Canadian or English ports. 

July production of automobiles, according to Forbes mag- 
azine, totalled 244,444.

tween the channels, removing the loose granular material from 
the channels and cutting the sheet transversely of the channels 
to form strip shingles.

Filed December 24th, 1917 Serial No 
208,538 on a plastic composition described as a process for cur- 
tailment of the effect of water on plastic composition formed of 
a binder containing fatty materials and a filler containing baSic 
ingredients consisting in subjecting the filler prior to mixture 
with the binder, to a neutralizing treatment rendering the filler 
ingredients non-combining as regards the fatty materials of the 
binder.

Serial No. 435,567 on treating Peat for manufacturing an in- 
sulating material described as follows.

mixed with said peat during the boiling process whereafter the 
thoroly mixed material is dried and treated according to its fur- 
ther use, that is, pressed and formed into plates, substantially 
as described.
